It is evident from facts now at hand 
that of all the regions suffering from the 
conflict now so widespread in Europe 
Poland not only is the worst sufferer at 
present but that it will require more time 
than any other country to recover from, 
the effects of the war. 

In the case of Belgium the sweep of 
war was swift and final, while with the 
Polanders it has been and still is a matter 
of being swept in one direction and then 
the other. The area and population af- 
fected in Poland is also more than ten 

times that of Belgium, considering both 
the kingdom of Poland in Russia and 
Galicia, Austrian Poland, equally devas- 
tated by the war. ,

HERNIA. 

HE best opinion is that no kind otdn 
injury or accident can cause a 
hernia. Dr. Plummer, chief sur 
geon of the Rock Island railroad, 
says: “In my opinion, a single 
strain can never be the sole cause of a 
hernia. I have seen patients that had 
been run over by wagons and by automo- 
biles, squeezed between cans, struck by 
flying boards, who have fallen from 
heights, been struck by locomotives, who 
have suffered ruptures of the stomach, 
intestines, kidney, liver, and fractures of 
the bones from the skull to the feet, but 
in no case have I seen an inguinal hernia 
resulting from any of these injuries or 
from any injury.” 

Now, there is no doubt that men heve 
noticed hernias for the first time ret 
after an accident of some sort or an- 
other. They charged the rupture to the 
accidents. They acted in good ae 
What fooled them?

ANTI-FLY MATERIAL. 

G. R. 8. writes: “ For years] have used 
sulphate of iron around what might be a 
breeding place for flies. I have a large lot 
and on the rear of it is our garbage can 
and more or less refuse, and nearby is a 
box for the stable. I sprinkle this sul- 
phate of iron in this box and also inand 
about the garbage can. It is perfectly 
safe, not being poisonous, and it certainly 
will free these spote from flies. This ar- 
ticle is cheap. I buy it in twenty-five 
poundilots at 8 cents a pound, and it can 
be purchased from any druggist.”

These bodias form in the crypts of the tonsils.

Even these should go to 
throat specialists for careful cleaning at inter- 
vals. Decaying organic matter in the tonslls is 
Hable to cause aches in various portions of the 
body, clues the teeth.

The deed of gift. couched in Latin, 
bears the date of Saturday, Sept. 6, 1496, 
and in it André Paleologue, former dés- 
pot of Roumania, nephew of Constantine 
X1,, last emperor of Byzantium, killed jin 
‘the storming of Byzantium by the Turks, 
and the son of that monarch’s brother, 
Thomas Paleologue, assigns to the mest 
Christian Charles VIII., King of France, 
| and to the latter's heirs on the throne of 
France, all his rights to the empire of 
Constantinople and of Trebizond, to the 
despotates-of Serbia, of Roumania, and 
of Achaia, and to all the other duchies, 
counties, and lordships of the pasquree 
empire, 

In the document André Paleologue é e- 
clares that since his uncle, Emperor Con- 
stantine Paleologue, left no children, he, 
as the only heir of his only brother, 
Thomas, was the sole heir to his throne; 
but that, deprived of his despotate of 
loumania, abandoned by all the Chris- 
tian rulers, discouraged by his efforts 
during nearly thirty years to recover his 
own and to free the land of his bifth 
from the tyranny of the Turks, he de- 
sired to confide not only the expulsion 
of the Moslems from Constantinople and 
from Byzantium, but also all his rights 
to the Byzantine throne tb King Charles, 
who was at the time making aint fo 
to undertake a new crusade against the 
Moslems. 

The deed of gift was signed in the 
Church of St. Peter in Montorioat in fhe 
and bears’the signatures of André Paléo- 
logue, as well as those of Cardinal Ray- 
mond de Gurets, a french prelate repte- 
senting the King of France, also of the 
Very Reverend “Peter de Militibus and

Charlies VIII. assumed the additional 
titles of King of Jerusalem and Empetor 
of Byzantium—titles which were borne 
by his suceessors on the French throne 
until the revolution of 1830 which a 2 
King Charles X. into exile. 

Charles VIII. died prematurely when 
barely 30 years of age, before he could 
complete his romantic preparations for

On Board the Mar- 


thunderstorm. In full 
sight the angry black clouds came sweep- 
ing up. Mist shut down over the water 
and hid the land. The Margaret might 
have been in the middle of Lake Michigan. 
With a loud clap of thunder-the storm 
burst.’ Sheets of rain, driven by a thirty 
mile gale, beat in the face of the pilot in 
his oilskins. Every big drop stung like 
hail. It was impossib!e to keep head on 
to ite attack or to see fifty feet from the 
prow. y 

In less than half an hour the clouds had 


, Cleared, the sun was shining, and straight 
- ahead the commanding bluffs of Peoria 


barred the way. On their summit, more 
than 200 feet above the lake, waved the 


“flag of a country club, and rising from the 


water along their steep sides stood a long 
row of little summer cottages, each 
mounted on etilts ten feet or more above 
the present high water. : 

Up there on the bluff lived an old French 
Canadian who commanded a company 
of volunteers in the Révolutionary war, 
and on its slopes more than a hundred 
years ago was built Fort Clark, named 
in honor of George Rogers Clark, the 
great Virginia explorer. 

Just east of the bluff the river narrows 
toa few hundred yards and slips on down 
past the distilleries and ambitious sky- 
etfapers of the second city in the state. 


Many Lakes and Ponds. 

Peoria, on the west bank, is balanced a 
few miles farther down by Pekin on the 
east, and then, almost without knowing it, 
one runs into the section of the river 
where the connecting lakes and pondsare 
most abundant and largest. And here, 
also, the members of the rivers and lakes 
commission were busiest. 

Between La.Salle and the Mississippi 
more than 400,000 acres of land are in- 


, Cluded in the flood plain which lies be- 
' tween the high biuffs which hem in the 


Valley of the old river. In prehistoric days 
“before the falls of Niagara were carved 
out of the limestone—all the great lakes 


_ @ischarged their waters down the Illinois 


fiver. Then it was a majestic stream 
funning fron! one to seven miles wide, to 
Which the Father of Waters himself 
Might have been called atributary. But 
since the great lakes started running into 
the Atlantic instead of into the Gulf of 
México the Illinois river has had more or 
less of a hard time of it. 

The stream dwindled and found a nar- 
row channel in the lowest part of its old 
Valley. It was sluggish and carried down 
gfeat quantities of black prairie soil] in 
its Waters. This was deposited in its new 
bed and washed up along its banks, until 
the néw bed rose higher than the re- 


* Mainder of the old valley on either side. 


In times of flood the water rose higher 
than the sides and ran over to fill most 
of the old valley up to the base of the 


‘bluffs on either hand. 


In this space ‘between the bed of the 
fiver and the bounding bluffs more than 
1) lakes and ponds are found, most of 
them connected with the river by long 
and winding channels. 


Decline of Fish Industry. 

It is in these lakes that the fish lay 
their eggs artd the young fry find food 
and protection. In the deeper waters of 
the lakes, also, the larger fish do their 


feeding and seek refuge below the ice in 


Winter. These lakes and bays leading. 
back from the river have always been 
the best — almost the only — Ashing 
grounds. 

Already nearly half the old river val- 
ley between the bluffs—a total of 170,000 
acres—has been drained and turned into 
farms, most of it during the last’ ten 
During thé same period commer- 
cial fishing has dwindled from a maxi- 
Mum annual catch of 24,000,000 pounds 


‘to something like 7,000,000. 


If the process of drainage is continued 


{tis predicted the fish supply will be soon 


entirely exhausted. 
Form ‘Storage Reservoirs. 


. It is also true that the lakes and ponds 


act ag storage reservoirs for water dur- 
ing floods. 
and drained, that much more water must 
Tush down the main river during floods. 
That will require the building of con- 
Btantly higher levees or else there will be 
Greater floods farther down stream. 

In its present effort to conserve the 
fisheries and at the same time prevent 
the draining of necessary storage reser- 
Yoirs the rivers and lakes commission is 
POcecding to map out a permanent 
Dolicy. 

It bas employed Alvord & Burdick, the 
@ngineers,. to make a survey of the whole 
Valley of the Illinois and to submit rec- 
©Mmendations for the proper handling 
Of the problem. This report has been 
e6mpleted and is now in the hands of the 
commission. 

In the case of lakes which have been 
Meandered or which are navigable, it will 
Aitempt to prevent their destruction by 
legal proceedings.

Former Municipal Judge Stephen A. 
Foster, retained as special counsel for 
the council committee on gas, oil and

After an exhaustive study of the case, 
Attorney Foster reached these conclue 
sions: 

The city council can legally forfeit 
the telephone franchises and telee 
phone property of the Chicago Tun- 
hel company [owner of the auto 
matic system). 

In the event of a forfeiture the city 
will get possession of the plant and 
equipment of the company for tele- 
phone purposes. 

Mr. Foster's opinion was the first ald 
and comfort the radicals have received 
from a legal quarter. 


Mayor Advises Caution. 
When Mayor Thompson was informed 
of the tenor of Attorney Foster's opinion, 
he declined to commit himself on the

The crux of the former corporation 
counsel's opinion was that “ serving” 
would be interpreted by the courts to 
mean “capable of serving.” In the 
language of the ordinance the city is en- 
titled to a forfeiture if the company does 
not have a system “ serving 20,000 bona 
fide subscribers.” 

Mr. Foster said that Mr. Sexton's if- 
terpretation would be “ unreasonably 
straining the meaning of the words em- 
ployed and would do violence to the lan- 
guage of the ordinance.” 

“ Whether or not subsequént court ate 
tion would be necessary on the part of 
the city in order to secure possession of 
the physical progerty of the telephone 
company is a question upon which I am 
not at present called upon to pass and 
which will require further consideration,” 
the opinion of Mr. Foster says in con- 
clusion. | |
